It was learned, however, that 
Mrs. Todd u su ally wore a belt 
in 
which she carried a larg e su m of mon­ 
ey. 
So far no trace has been fou nd 
of this belt. 
An anonymou s letter was received 
by Coroner Scboler yesterday describ­ 
ing Mrs. Todd’s mu rderer with consid­ 
erable detail. It was written in a fem­ 
inine hand. 
The letter stated that 
Mrs. Todd was mu rdered, ahd Giat 
the crime was plotted in New York 
and carried ou t in Philadelphia, to 
which place, it says, she was lu red. 
Two men, the letter stated—one the

The National Druggist in a recent 
issue shows up some of the “clap trap” 
argument that alleged reformers are 
using against “patent” medicines.

The tablespoonful of beer 
showed the presence of less alcohol 
than did the “patent” medicine, ac­ 
cording to the magazine ex ploiting the 
alleged ex periment. 
A tablespoonful at intervals of sev­ 
eral hours is a full dose of the medi­ 
cine used in thhe ex periment. Who­ 
ever heard of even the most moderate 
beer drinker taking his beverage in 
like doses? 
The most moderate beer 
drinker takes never less than half a 
pint, and usually a pint. 
If even the 
half pint had been used in the “ex peri­ 
ment” a better impression of the in­ 
tended fairness of it would have been 
left. 
The editor of the National Druggist 
satisfied himself that the allegtKi ex ­ 
periment was a fake and a fraud by 
attempting to duplicate it.

Then he 
co mmenced a five-mile race against 
the fio o d, which race has no t been 
equ aled in daring deeds o f mo dem 
times. 
Lo eb reached Ute Pass ju st in the 
niche o f time, after several narro w 
escapes, his po ny in o ne instance fall­ 
ing and ro lling with him fo r 150 feet. 
While fieeing fro m Ute Pass with the

o ver a precipice with him, a distance 
o f 172 feet-

The Inq uiry Will Be No Mere White­ 
washing Affair, Members o f 
the Committee Say. 


New Yo rk , Oct. 28.—It is pro mised 
that the fo rthco ming investigatio n o f 
the management o f the Mu tu al Life 
Insu rance co mpany will be tho ro u gh 
and no mere whitew’ashlng affair. 
President 
McCu rdy, 
it 
appears, 
practically was fo rced to intro du ce the 
reso lu tio n calling fo r the appo intment 
o f a co mmittee o f tru stees to co ndu ct 
the investigatio n, and it is qu ite cer­ 
tain that o ne o f the first refo rms co n­ 
stitu ted will be a redu ctio n o f the 
salaries paid the members o f the Mc­ 
Cu rdy family, w'hich have increased 
steadily in the face o f the decrease in 
dividends paid the sto ck ho lders. 
William H. Tru esdale, o ne o f the 
co mmitteemen, is au tho rity fo r the 
statem ent that the co mmittee 
will 
spare no o ne and will mak e a tho ro u gh 
jo b o f its ho u se cleaning in o rder to 
place the co mpany o n the highest po s­ 
sible plane in the insu rance wo rld. 
The chief inqu isito r, Mr. Hu ghes, 
w^as ask ed w^hether he expected to get 
any assistance 
fro m 
the Mu tu al’s 
ho u secleaning co mmittee. He said: 
‘T have no t yet been o fficially in­ 
fo rmed o f the appo intment o f the 
co mmittee. 
I w^o u ld welco me all o f 
the assistance it co u ld give the legis­ 
lative co mmittee. 
It may be that 
with the things that have been dis­ 
clo sed already as a basis to wo rk u p­ 
o n, the Mu tu al’s o wn co mmittee can 
find o u t a great deal mo re abo u t that 
co mpany’s affairs than the legislative 
co mmittee has been able to do , be­ 
cau se the legislative co mmittee is ne­ 
cessarily engaged in examining all in­ 
su rance co mpanies.”

foreigners were 
able 
to secure in 
their nativ e land. 
The ready 
distribution 
of imm i­ 
grant throughout the country is made 
possible through a special rate sy s­ 
tem offered by the railroads. 
Years 
ago the railroads discov ered th at the 
im m igrants had difficulty in pay ing 
the regular fares and hence special 
im m igrant’s rates w ere established. 
These are called third-class, and Ellis 


points bey ond. 
To P ittsburg the reg­ 
ular rate is $10.50 the im m igrant’s 
rate, $8. 
Ev en in such a short haul 
as th at to Philadelphia, the im m igrant 
has a reduction of 
fifty cents. 
As 
children under fiv e y ears old are car­ 
ried free, and those betw een fiv e and 
12 y ears for half fare, cases .are on 
record where a fam ily of as m any as 
thirteen persons was able to get to the 
far W est on 
four 
and a half full 
tickets. 
These special rates 
hav e accom­ 
plished m uch in 
taking 
the imm i­ 
grants w here they are m ost needed. 
The railroads realize th a t it is to cheir 
adv antage to carry these workm en 
ev en at a sliced rate to points where 
labor is in demand, because the new­ 
com ers greatly facilitate the dev elop­ 
m ent of the territo ry in which they 
are placed. 
They m ean so m any new 
hands, so m any new acres under til­ 
lage or so m any new loomf and shut­ 
tles going. 
And as the prosperity of j 
the railroads depends on the prosperi­ 
ty of their territory , the adv antage to 
them of encouraging the settlem ent of 
the im m igrants in the undev eloped 
places Is considerable. 
In no other country in the world 
are these special rates for im m igrants 
giv en. 
Indeed, in the European coun­ 
tries, w here the railroad rates are 
fix ed by the gov ernm ent and rem ain 
uniform ly hard and fast, such an ar­ 
rangem ent would be impossible. 
It is 
only such as our own, th at the rail­ 
roads can m ake such a special ar­ 
rangem ent, 
adv antageous 
both 
to 
them selv es and the country . 
C ertain­ 
ly im m igration would serv e no good 
purpose unless the aliens had some 
inducem ent to go farth er than New 
York city . 
Many a New Y orker has spent an 
interesting hour w atching the great 
crowds 6 f im m igrants at Ellis Island, 
and listening to them chattering to 
the interpreters in 
strange tongues. 
Few of them hav e any English, and 
they look so outlandish in their old- 
world clothes and with their clum sy 
bundles 
of 
im pedim enta 
th at one 
wonders how they will ev er become 
real Am ericans. 
Rut those th at go 
into the Interior of the country and 
enter an atm osphere th at is intense­ 
ly Am ercan become assim ilated and 
changed with rem arkable speed. On 
the contrary , those th at rem ain in 
New York and huddle into the Italian 
q uarter, the Jew ish q uarter or the 
H ungarian q uarter, flocking only with 
their kind, rem ain v irtually foreigners, 
som etim es 
through 
sev eral genera­ 
tions.

COM PLETED EARLY IN 1906 


Small Ex penditure Wo uld Co nv ert It 
Into a Truly Mo del Hall Fo r 
Big Co nv entio nt. 


Few Sedalians bav e any conception 
of tlie magnitude of the Liv e Stock 
building in process of erection at the 
State Fair grounds by Thomas H. 
Johnson, the contractor, and which is 
to ciost something like $75,000. 
The structure is of brick, 176x238 
feet, and will hav e a seating capacity 
of possibly 12,000. The building is to 
be used for the exhibition of 
liv e 
stock, and 3000 chairs will be placed 
around the arena, which latter will te 
125x175 feet 
In addition, there is to 
be a gallery, in which at least 5000 
ptrsons can be seated. 
T ie building, it is said, will be the 
largest of its kind in the state outsida 
of the Conv ention hall in Kansas City, 
and with a comparativ ely small ex­ 
pense it can be made the finest struc­ 
ture in the state for conv entions, po­ 
litical meetings and other large gath­ 
erings. the Kansas City Conv ention 
hall alone excepted. 
It has been suggested to the Demo­ 
crat that steps should he taken at an 


Monday night In Nov ember, for ap­ 
prov al or rojectloa. 
The plans prov ide for a structure 
36x200 feet, with a seating capacity In 
excess of 1500. There are th- 
air­ 
ways, one at either end and one In the 
cbnter, and it is for the council to say 
whether the stand shall be an elab­ 
orate affair or constructed on a cheap 
scale. 
In conv ersation with Major William 
Beck, yesterday, he stated to the Dem­ 
ocrat that the city was deriv ing 
a 
v ery clev er rev enue from the Liberty 
park grounds, and could ek3ct a fine 
grand-stand during the winter 
deem­ 
ed adv isable, so as to hav e It ready 
for use early in the spring. 
The Liberty park hall is rented to 
Messrs. O'Donov an & Ogle until April 
1, next, for $65 a month, and Major 
Beck estimates that the city will de­ 
riv e $8 00 rev enue from three other 
sources the ensuing year, from ren­ 
tals, as follows:

Death Valley is beginning to giv e up 
its dead again, says the Denv er P ost 
Ev ery summer it lies there under 
the smiting sun and beckons—beckons 
to men to enter and to die, and men 
heed Its beckoning and go and nev er 
come back again. 
A few straggling searchers wander 
listlessly out into the terrible heat 
and find a stricken body or two, al­ 
most always within crawling distance 
of the water, for want of which they 
died, but until the October sting is 
on the air ev en the men who liv e on 
the desert's limits will not v enture 
too often into the place of death. 
They are going now, and they are 
finding the poor fellows who laughed 
at their warnings and disappeared in­ 
to the sinister purple of the distance 
nev er to laugh again. 
So far it is estimated that at least 
50 men hav e died there of thirst and 
fear this summer. 
Death Valley lies stretched like a 
dying snake along the borders of Ne­ 
v ada and California. 
It is 50 miles long, 35 miles broad 
and it is called Death Valley because 
the first white people who ev er went 
in there were 30 when they entered

Priceless Gem Once In the PossesstoG 
of the French. 
In the summer of 1798 Alex andria 
fell into Napoleon’s hands, and he Ml 
to work to make the coast secure. O m 
August day , in 1799, it chanced that 
one of his engineer officeis, Andre 
Boussard, was directing the digging" 
operations for a new fort b etween the 
town of Rosetta and the sea, w h^ 
the picks of the sappers struck 
a 
b lack slab of b asalt, 4 5 inches long^ 
which was ob served to he co vered 
with three different sty les of writtnf^ 
of which 
the 
last 
was ohvionslf 
Greek. 
When this stone was carried 
up the Nile to Cairo, and shown to 
Napoleon and his savants, the value 
of it was recognized at a glance. 
While it lay in readiness to he co m* 
vey ed to Paris, a British force mado 
its way to Egy pt, laid siege to Alex ­ 
andria, and captured the city in 1801* 
In the treaty of capitulation the vl©“ 
tors insisted upon the delivery of all 
the monuments collected, and among 
them the slab , which was known aa 
the Rosetta stone. 
This had b een 
chosen b y the vanquished Gen. Me* 
nou as his own, and was carefully 
wrapped In cloth and m atting a t hla 
house in Alex andria. 
H ither one day 
Turner was sent b y his chief with a 
detachment of men, who carted

Sell Telephone Co. Leases the Second 
Floor— Building to Be Complet* 
ed By May 1, 1906. 


(From Tuesday's Dally.) 
The building committee of the Elks' 
Benevolent Home association held a 
meeting last night and awarded the 
contract for the erection of the "Elks' 
Home," at the southeast corner of 
Third and Lamine streets, to Thomas 
H. Johnson, of this city, he being the 
lowest and best bidder. 
The building is to be three stories 
and basement, covering the entire lot, 
4 5 by 1 2 0 
feet, composed of red vitri­ 
fied brick and steel, with terra cotta 
trimmings. The plans were drawn by 
Architect T. W. Bast, and show an 
artist's taste in every detail. 
The 
building will be modem In every par­ 
ticular, and will cost, when completed, 
over $32,000.00, exclusive of the lot, 
making an investment of nearly $40,- 
0 0 0. 
The first floor will be divided into 
two store rooms, which will be rented 
for mercantile purposes. 'These rooms 
will face on Third street, and have 12 
foot plate-glass show-windows. 
The 
west room will also have a plate-glass 
window on Lamine street, 15 feet and 
4 inches in length, extending to the 
ceiling. 
The second floor, when completed, 
will be occupied by the Missouri and 
Kansas 
Telephone 
company, which 
has signed a lease for fifteen years, 
at an annual rental of $1500. 
At the southwest comer 
of 
the 
building, on Lamine street, will be a 
16-foot lobby, which will contain a 
modern electric elevator. 
The walls 
of this space will be lined with sheet 
Iron, and be provided with iron doors 
that close automatically In case of 
fire, thus making the building practic­ 
ally fire-proof. 
The third floor will be used exclu­ 
sively by the Elks as their "Home.” 
To the left of the landing on the 
third floor will be toilet and cloak 
rooms; to the right, the buffet, kitch­ 
en, pantry and steward’s ofllce. 
Adjoining the landing, on the La­ 
mine street side, are double parlors, 
each 17 feet and 6 inches by 21 feet. 
On the east are dining rooms and bil­ 
liard rooms, of the same dimensions 
as the parlors, and adjoining the par­ 
lors is a ladies' reception room.

On May 8ch, a charter was granted 
by the circuit court to the "Elks' Be­ 
nevolent Home Association,” a cor­ 
poration composed solely of the mem­ 
bers of the Sedalia lodge of Elks.

night long the streets of Russia’s cap­ 
ital were filled with a cheering multi­ 
tude. 
From other cities in the em­ 
pire at midnight came the same glad 
tidings—all rejoicing because the czar 
had signed the decree for a constitu­ 
tional government. 
On three 
lines 
of 
railroad—the 
Moscow & St. Petersburg, the Mos­ 
cow & Kazan and the Moscow & Arch­ 
angel—the strike has ended and the 
strikers are returning to work. 
By 
tonight the strike probably will have 
ended throughout the greater part of 
the empire. This will mean a resump­ 
tion of railroad traffic. 
Celebration of the issuance of the 
imperial 
manifesto 
continued at 3 
o’clock this morning in many streets 
of the city, where crowds wore sing­ 
ing the national hymn, cheering for 
the emperor and shouting themselves 
hoarse. 
Full Text of Manifesto. 
Following is the text of the imperial 
manifesto promulgated last evening: 
"Emperor Nicholas 11., by the grace 
of God emperor and autocrat of all 
the Russias, grand duke of Finland, 
etc., declares to all our faithful sub­ 
jects that troubles and agitation in 
our capitals and in numerous other 
places fill our heart with excessive 
pain and sorrow. 
“The happiness of the Russian sov­ 
ereign is indissolubly bound up with 
the happiness of our people, and the 
sorrow of our ptople is the sorrow of 
the sovereign. 
“From the present disorders may 
arise great national disruption. They 
menace the integrity and unity of our 
empire. 
"The supreme duty imposed upon us 
by our sovereign office requires us to 
efface ourself and to use all the force 
and reason at our command to hasten 
in securing the unity and co-ordination

To look at h im, one 
would never suppose for a moment 
th at h e h as h andled th ousands of h ead 
oi live stock and after month s of trail­ 
ing sh ipped th e h orses and cattle to 
Eastern points by th e train load. New 
York, Ph iladelph ia, Pittsburg, Ch icago 
and St. Louis h ave been th e market 
for h is stock for 15 years. 
“If I h ad kept to th e open ranges 
and not molested th e pastures th at th e 
h igh bred and h igh -priced animals are 
turned into, I would never h ave h ad 
to come h ere to pass th e most pleas- \ 
ant period in a man’s life. Well, I’m 
lere and I guess, by 
th e looks of 
ih ings, I will serve my Just sentence. 
“Sixteen years 
ago 
th ere were 
comparatively no fences in th e coun­ 
try, except a few big outfits. I started 
on th e open range by myself, picking 
up mavericks (and a few h ead th at 
were notl, and drove th em over th e 
•belt* trail Into Wyoming, wh ere th ere 
was a quick market. I naturally drift­ 
ed into th e h orse business. We pick­ 
ed up 600 h ead in Montana and Wyom­

"Well, th e 
repeatedly 
successful 
issues of our raids made us bolder, 
and with less th ough t of capture and 
greater surety of big money. We In­ 
augurated th e relay system of riding 
a bunch away.

Horn country. 
Myself and two riders 
h iked th em 70 miles; th en anoth er 
bunch of men took th em 150, or until 
th ey were in fine feed and safe quar­ 
ters on th e Black Mesa, in Gunnison 
county. 
Th is particular bunch were 
sh ipped to Los Angeles—a h aK dozen 
of us went by passenger train. 
“Did a posse ever h ave me?

It makes th e ch ills 
run down my 
back 
to th ink of it! 
Someth ing like 10 years ago I was 
rounded up with th ree middle-aged 
partners near Laramie, Wyo. 
I. was 
young-looking and Innocent of expres­ 
sion. 
My pards were jerked up into 
a big co tto nwo o d. 
I was tied and th e 
old grizzlies were Just getting ready 
to give a big pull on th e rope th at was 
around my neck and h alf ch oking me, 
wh en some one yelled: 
‘Hold 
on, 
wait a minute! 
Maybe h e will tell us 
wh ere th e rest of th e h orse th ieves 
are.* 
“Th ey slacked 
away, and to all 
th eir queries I replied th at I knew 
noth ing. 
1 was h auled up beside my 
partners—and th at is all th at I re­ 
membered until I came to lying across 
th e h orn of a saddle ridden by one of 
my gang. 
Four of th e boys h ad de­ 
coyed th e posse and I was saved--th c 
oth ers were dead and riddled with 
bullets. 
I was saved by th e fraction 
of a h air. 
God! but it was awful! 
Th e th ough ts of your ligh t going out 
—sensation? Just a tigh tening around 
th e th roat and th en your h ead burst-, 
ing with pain—feels as if your h ead 
was being pumped full of someth ing, 
and th en It burst. 
“Well, sir, I went to work on a 
ranch near Greeley, and was good for 
two years. 
I went into th e business 
again, bigger th an ever, too. 
Down 
in Kansas, over th e line from Brush .

Th e city auth orities of th e Quaker 
City are not proud of th eir new posses­ 
sion, but as th ey cannot get th e park 
with out taking th e cemetery, th ey are 
compelled to put th e best complexion 
th ey can on th e matter, and will care 
for th e animal cemetery as th e con­ 
ditions of th e legacy provide. 
Th e cemetery was th e pet h obby of 
th e late J. W. Ryerss, In th e suburbs 
of Ph iladelph ia. For th e last 40 years 
all th e animals wh o gave up th e gh ost 
in th e Ryerss h ouseh old h ave been 
burled with h onors in th e animal plot 
adjoining th e mansion. 
One by one th e gravestones h ave 
accumulated 
until 
nearly 
a dozen 
wh ite h eadstones mark th e resting 
place of as many deceased pets of th e 
family. 
Beneath 
one 
stone, wh ich 
nestles in th e sh ade of giant beech , 
is th e grave of Jenny, wh o, according 
to th e inscription, breath ed h er last 
in November, 18 63, h aving, at th at 
period of imrest in th e country, reach ­ 
ed th e ripe canine age of 13 years. 
A little 
distance 
away, a stone 
wreath ed in ferns informs a sympa­ 
th etic public th at Brown Ponto died 
in May, 18 62, and was buried in th e 
family dog plot. 
“Little Nelly, 
a 
great favorite with th e family, h as 
rested in th e dog cemetery since May 
6. 18 60, and th e will of th e late Mr. 
Ryerss, In wh ich provision was made 
for th e care of th e graves, especially 
sets forth th at 
th e 
stone Inscribed 
with name of th e little dog sh all be 
cared for and preserved in Its original 
place. 
Anoth er especial ch arge th at th e 
city will h ave is to keep th e grass 
green over th e grave of “Pet Fanny,” ^ 
wh o opened h er eyes on th is vale of 
j 
tears on December 24, 18 63. and bade 
good-by to mundane th ings on August 
8 . 18 78 . 
In a pretty comer of th e 
cemetery, 
wh ere 
th e 
creeping 
branch es of a picturesque vine caress 
th e wh ite stone lies “Pet Fido,” an 
Italian greyh ound, wh o was bora on 
th e same Ch ristmas Eve as Pet Fanny, 
h ut survived th at lamented friend of 
th e family by four years, dying on 
September 29, 18 8 2. 
A Dalmatian, wh o answered to th e 
name of Ponto, is buried beneath a 
fine h eadstone, wh ich gives h is age at 
death as 9 years and ch ronicles th e 
fact of h is departure to oth er sph eres 
on August 18 ,18 8 3. Th e graves are in 
a fine state of preservation and th e 
stones h ave all been carefully kept 
from decaying. 
Loving h ands h ave 
attended to th e weeding of th e ground 
of th e little cemetery and th e city will 
receive its legacy with a fund for th e 
care of th e last resting place of th e 
four-legged pets of th e former owner 
of th e estate. 
A little apart from th e place wh ere 
th e dogs are burled, with a fine mar­ 
ble h eadstone larger and much more 
impressive th an th e canine memor­ 
ials, is th e grave of Old Grey, one of 
th e Ryerss h orses, wh ich , according 
to th e inscription, died in April, 18 8 2, 
at th e ripe age of 34 years. 
No more animals will be buried in 
th is unique cemetery, but now th at 
th e city h as come into possession of 
th e property th e burial ground for 
family pets will be open to visitors 
and it is probable th at th e sigh t of 
th is loving tribute will inspire oth ers 
to imitate th e example of Mr. Ryerss 
and make family plots for th e burial 
of family pets a 
familiar sigh t on 
many estate.

Worse preparation for th e real strug­ 
gles and contests of life can h ardly 
be imagined. 
Th e 
orator, advocate, 
preach er, surgeon, engineer, banker, 
tradesman, craftsman, admiral, gen­ 
eral or statesman, wh o cannot do h is 
best except In th e presence of 
a sym­ 
path etic crowd Is distinctly a second- 
class man. 
None of 
th ese 
th ings, h owever, 
enters into th e main objection to th e 
game, for th e 
main 
objection lies 
against its moral quality. 
As developed in th is country under 
fierce inter-collegiate competition, it 
h as become a game in wh ich th e ac­ 
tions of th e individual players can 
often be entirely concealed, not only 
from th e mass of spectators on th e 
bench es, but from th e nearer observ­ 
ers on th e side lines, and even from 
h e umpire, wh o gets as near as possi­ 
ble to th e combatants. 
Th e game is 
played under establish ed and recog­ 
nized rules, but th e uniform enforce­ 
ment of th ese rules is Impossible, and 
violations of th e rules are in many 
respects 
h igh ly 
profitable 
toward 
victory. Th ese rules of action are all 
justifiable, and often necessary, in th e 
consummate savagery called war, in 
wh ich th e immediate object is to kill 


a iiG disable as many of th e enemy as 
possible. To surprise, ambuscade, anu 
deceive th e enemy and invariably to 
overwh elm a smaller force by a g» *eat- 
er one are th e expected meth ods o! 
war. But th ere is no justification for 
such meth ods in a manly game or 
sport between friends. 
Th ey are es­ 
sentially ungenerous; and no sport is 
wh olesome in w'h ich ungenerous and 
mean acts, wh ich easily escape detec­ 
tion, contribute to victory, wh eth er 
such acts be occasional and incidental 
or h abitual. 


Miss Hattie Ch eeseman, th e nigh t 
operator at th e teleph one exch ange, 
was th e h eroine of one of th e most 
exciting events in th e h istory of th is 
town, by th e robbery last nigh t by a 
band of ten professional bank rob­ 
bers, of th e Commercial bank, as re­ 
ported in th e Enquirer th is morning, 
says a Hagerstown, Ind., dispatch to 
th e Cincinnati Enquirer of Sunday. 
For a full h our th e plucky girl lis­ 
tened to th e burglars at work on th e 
floor underneath th e exch ange, jarred 
seven times by terrific nitroglycerin 
explosions, wh ich not only lifted th e 
vaults from th eir concrete beds and 
tore to atoms th e doors weigh ing a 
ton each , but wrecked th e entire lower 
part of th e building. All th is time th e 
young girl was busy with th e wires 
notifying every citizen wh o h ad a tel­ 
eph one of th e attack on th e bank. 
Th e daring work of th e robbers net­ 
ted th em 14,8 00 in cash and a note for 
11,000. 
Th e town was terror-stricken 
wh en th e citizens, aroused by 
Miss 
Ch eeseman, peered from around cor­ 
ners and beh ind any sh elter th at of­ 
fered, and saw th e bank all ligh ted 
up in th e middle of th e nigh t, and 
strange, 
desperate-looking 
men 
In 
sh irt sleeves rolled up at work under 
th e flaring gasligh t preparing to blow 
th e safe, wh ile five oth er desperadoes 
with drawn revolvers 
patrolled th e 
street in th e vicinity to repel attack. 
Like An Invasion. 
Th e gang Tvas composed of 10 men, 
two of wh om did 
th e 
dynamiting 
wh ile five patrolled th e streets and 
th ree stood guard along th e line of re­ 
treat to cover th e “get-away.” 
Th ey walked 
into 
town, coming 
boldly th rough th e main street and 
with an understanding of th e lay of 
th e land th at indicated careful plan­ 
ning, and stopped directly in front of 
th e bank building. L. N. Pierce, wh o 
lives on th e south side of Main street, 
not far from th e bank building, saw 
th e men coming up th e street and h e 
stood on th e veranda of h is h ome to 
watch th em. 
Th e robbers also saw 
Mr. Pierce, and in a kindly th ough 
firm manner h e was ordered to get 
inside h is 
h ouse. 
Revolvers 
were 
leveled at Mr. Pierce and h e did not 
question th e sincerity of th e th reats. 
Mr. Pierce teleph oned 
to 
several 
persons in towm, and before th e rob­ 
bers h ad gained access to th e bank a 
h alf dozen or more men of Hagers­ 
town knew of th e presence and inten­ 
tions of th e gang. Th e frequent calls 
of th e robbers for persons to “stick 


pickets surrounding Dr. Stotlemeyer*« 
residence, and one burled Itself in 
a 
post six inch es from th e spot wh ere 
Lou Bowman’s h ead was resting. 
After th e sh ots h ad been fired by 
th e robbers th e leader commanded 
two of h is band to remain beh ind and 
keep off anybody disposed to follow, 
so th at oth ers migh t 
escape. 
Th e 
command was obeyed with out a mur­ 
m ur, and th e two men wh o h ad been 
assigned to cover th e retreat of th eir 
comrades performed th e duty well. 
Standing guard for several minutes, 
th e two robbers th en began a move­ 
ment to th e rear, walking backw ari 
and firing at intervals. 
At th e bridge west of town th e roo- 
bers met th eir comrades, wh o h ad 
buggies and saddle h orse waiting. 
The Chase Begun. 
Word was teleph oned to Rich mond, 
and Deputy Sh eriff Bailey and Patrol­ 
men Vogel song and Sutton drove to 
town^ Later th ese officers w ere joined 
by Superintendent Gormon and Pat­ 
rolman Bundy. 
Th e 
robbers were 
traced north as far as Losautiville, 
w^h ere th ey split up. 
Th e Ocean Accident ani Guaranty 
company of New York must stan I th e 
loss, as a policy was h eld in th at 
company protecting th e bank against 
burglars in th e sum of $5.000. 
Had 
th e robbery taken place a few nigh ts 
ago probably $8 ,000 would nave been 
in th e strong box of th e safe, but only 
yesterday 
several 
th onsand dollars 
h ad been sent to th e bank’s corres­ 
pondents at Cincinnati and Tndianapo- 
lis. 
All th e money and paper h eld by 
Receiver J. A. 
Spickenh eier, of th e 
First National bank, are intact. Cur­ 
rency amounting to $52 was found 
scattered on th e bank floo'* and more 
th an $100 in silver and bills was pick­ 
ed up on th e road over wh ich th e rob­ 
bers retreated. 
Th e safe was so badly wrecked in­ 
side th at It h as been rendered unfit 
for use and anoth er h as been 
ordered. 
Th e conduct of Miss Ch eeseman 
was th e subject of favorable comment 
today. 
Th ere was no run on th e bank, th e 
officers h aving taken th e precaution 
to h ave plenty of currency in sigh t 
wh en th e bank opened th i.s m unlng. 
It was learned by th e officers wh o fol­ 
lowed th e robbers 
th at 
th e h orses 
used by th e latter were rubbered to 
aid in th e escape.

Battle In the Streets. 
Once outside of th e building th e 
two men were joined by th eir five

stretch ed out in single file. 
Lou Bowman, Oscar Werking, Oli­ 
ver Werking, Henry Weber and Ar­ 
th ur Hunter 
h ad 
ventured on th e 
streets, and th ey 
went to th e resi­ 
dence of Dr. 
Stotlemeyer, about a 
block west of th e bank. 
Only Bow­ 
man. Stotlemeyer and Werking were 
armed, and going outside of th e yard 
th ey lay flat 
down on 
th e ground 
close to th e fence. 
Th ey saw th e 
band of robbers approach ing, th e men 
walking single file, calmly dividing th e 
spoils. 
“Here you take some of th is silver,” 
was th e exclamation of one robber, 
wh o evidently h ad more th an h e cared 
to carry. 
“Here’s a bunch of h ills for you.” 
Th e th ree citizens opened fire. Th ere 
was no outcry from th e robbers, but 
th ey stopped suddenly, wh irled about 
and, at th e command of th eir leader, 
let go a volley of sh ots from 44-calih er 
guns.
